He tried to look at the 
marketing problem as it confronts 
the farmer, to approach It from the 
farm management point of Tlew In-

At present in New York state there 


are actively organized co-operative 
enterprises which are handling or are 
about to handle milk, wool, fruit, 
pure-bred Holsteln cattle, potatoes 
and cabbage, maple sap products and 
seed potatoes. 
Similarly organized 


enterprises are 
being 
considered 


for 
handling 
grapes 
and 
hay 


All the co-operative enterprises men- 
tioned are operating under certifi- 
cates of Incorporation which permit, 
of state-wide activities. There are 
also other co-operatlfe 
enterprisea 


which arc restricted to counttee or 
smaller communities. 


Are 'these enterprises proceeding 


on a sound economic basis. Enter- 
prises may flourish for a time which 
do not conform to economic laws, 
but In the end laws govern and en- 
terprises are carried oat successfully 
or otherwise according as they con- 
form to tboee laws. 


Are 
these 
co-operaUre 
eater- 


prises economically sound? It will 
be noticed that all of them are on a 
commodity basis Instead 
of 
a 


locality basis. There are some peo- 
ple who Insist that co-operative en- 
terprises in order to be succeeaful 
must be organised on a locality 
basis, while others are Just as cer- 
tain that they must be organised on 
the basis of commodity.

Meetings of cooperative associa-

When the association in or- 
ganised It must get men who are ex- 
perienced In the trade, but as a rule 
as soon as they get acquainted with
